Reading Light rates 


Petition to state DPU delayed 


The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce petition to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) which 
was to be filed this week, will 
probably be filed in another 
week or so, the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce learned 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Attorney Jeff Bernstein told 
the directors that a few changes 
would have to be made in the 
wording. He spoke to the 
directors at the end of their 
regular meeting 

One of the developments he is 
awaiting is the meeting of the 
Lynnfield Selectmen, next week 
This paper had been told that 
those selectmen had voted to 
become a party to the petition 
against the Reading Municipal 
Light Board (RMLD). Bernstein 


said that the vote would not take 
place until Monday, 

Speaking of the decision of the 
DPU against certain utilities 
and the MMWEC organization, 
of Massachusetts Municipal 
Light Companies, Bernstein 
said that there had been an 
appeal. That appeal, he said, 
goes directly to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court 

Bernstein reviewed some of 
the options open to MMWEC 
‘That organization, he said, can 
ask the participating towns 
(such as Reading, Ed.) to vote 
for some General Obligation 
bonds, so as to bypass the DPU 
ruling. Such bonds would need a 
two-thirds favorable vote in 
town meeting 

Another option is to build into 
the electric light rate charges

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for construction - the so-called 
Construction Work in Progress 
(CWIP). In Reading, it was his 
belief, this would mean an in- 
crease of 30 to 40 percent in the 
light bills, at “‘one fell swoop.” 

MMWEC's feeling, Bernstein 
said, seems to him to be a belief 
that the action has to be 
unanimous. It seéms to Bern- 
stein that there is a good chance 
that the Seabrook construction 
will be abandoned. 

MMWEC Board of Directors is 
to have a meeting Thursday, 
and there is to be participants 
meeting in a few weeks. There 
could be, he said, a discussion 
about increasing rates, on the 
part of all towns. The RMLD 
board does have the authority 
for such CWIP rates, but he does 
not know how the RMLD board 
would be disposed to such ac 
tion. 

His firm figures that the 
RMLD pays one percent of the 
annual construction cost of the 
Seabrook project. That would be 
about $500,000 a year 

It is a good time, Bernstein 
said, to file a case in the DPU 
just after the DPU has com. 
pleted the Seabrook case. The 
arguments to be presented will 
be arguments that the DPU will 
be pre-disposed to hear. 

In addition his firm has foudn 
two cases of former decisions of 
the DPU which bear almost 
directly on the Wilmington case 
DPU filings are difficult to

percent, It is very similar to the 
case of the Reading revenues 
Bernstein will file for rates 
and set schedules. The burden 
will be on the RMLD to prove 
their practices, and that the 
town is not making over eight 


percent 
In actual practice, Bernstein 
told the board, Reading 


charging much more - up to 
percent in some instances, plus 
a negative rate, for street lights 
in Reading. Analysts, he said, 
have shown that certain classes 
of Reading customers are losing 
a million dollars a year, and this 
has’ been going on for three 
years. 

The emphasis, he said, is the 
outlying towns against the 
practices for the Town of 
Reading. The Chamber, he said, 
is not asking for an absolute 
parity against Reading 

It may take several months 
after the appeal has been filed 
to complete the investigation 
Paul Chernick, an analyst, is in 
the case with Bernstein 
checking on the figures of the 
RMLD. There is: a\ computer 
ready which has been set up for 
the purpose of analyzing the 
data and rates of the RMLD.

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Many changes in Wilmington’s 
Ballardvale Street area 


A new 12 inch water main for 
Ballardvale Street, Wilmington 
will probably be constructed this 
summer. It is being planned to 
go as far as the Sons of Italy 
property, and may go further. 

The Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners on April 4 discussed 
the planning of Ballardvale 
water and sewer mains with 
Frank Soracco of the Tambone 
Corporaton and Bernie Paquin 
of Dana Perkins, engineers. 
There is an organization known 
as the Ballardvale Sewci Trust 
which is constructing sewers for 
that area, under the supervision 
of the Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners. 

Soracco had proposed 
preliminary plans for both. The 
water main was to be 10 inches 
in diameter, to the Tambone 
buildings, and a smaller main, 
to the Sons of Italy building 

Both proposals _—_ were 
discussed. The water main, 
Chairman George Allan said, 
would have to be not 10 inches, 
but more. This meant 12 inches. 
It could not go across any 
private land. The Water 
Department is planning to have 
a water tower on the hill in back 
of the Sons of Italy building 
That is why the big main is 
wanted, 

There will have to be con- 
versations with the directors of 
the Sons of Italy, concerning the 
water main, and the sewer in- 
stallation. 

There will also have to be, it 
seems, conversations with the 
Howland Development Corp. 
That firm owns land which is 
northerly of the Sons of Italy 
property, land which is being 
developed

Patsy Spinoza had 2.25 acres 
of land. It was sold for $81,000. 
Nearby was the Tallini land, five 
and one-half acres. It was sold 
for $243,989. 

Many will remember Vinnie 
Anoministo. A summer time 
taxi driver, he lived on land he 
inherited from his parents 
Sixteen acres brought him the 
tidy sum of $441,891 

The best sale seems to be that 
of Anthony Paolini. He had 41.9 
acres, which he bought in recent 
years. That land was sold for 
$1 138. 

The Sons of Italy property still 
belongs to that organization. It 
was zoned industrial about five 
years ago, and remains in that 
classification. If memory serves 
correctly there is five acres in 
that plot of land. That is a lot of

Condos, water and traffic 


Some neighbors of the proposed condominiums off Burl- 
ington Avenue in Wilmington took part in a meeting a cou- 
ple of weeks ago to discuss the project. Some were in favor. 
Others were not. Some had not made up their minds 

It is to be doubted that many actually read the current 
bylaw of Wilmington, under which condominiums, if ap- 
proved by the town meeting, may be built. It is known as 
PRD zoning, for Planned Residential Development. 

That new bylaw got a,rough treatment in a special ’ 
meeting in March. Two controversial articles had been p. 
posed: a hotel, and condominiums 

In a special town meeting such proposals can bring out 
voters who will be coalescing their interests to defeat both 
articles. 

Many of those voters never return, having defeated the 
one thing in which they were interested. That is regrettable. 
They are not taking a real part in their town government 

Voters were expressing fears of (1) water in cellars and 
(2), fear of increased traffic. 

Both are good subjects to discuss. Cellars of con- 
dominiums, proposed, in Wilmington will not add to the 
water level of present day cellars in Wilmington. Neither is 
thepe any threat of increased auto traffic, when that traffic 
is compared to that emanating from regular homes in 
Wilmington. 

Water seeks its own level. Any child who studies high 
school physics learns that fact 

Water in the cellar of any home generally means the 
cellar is dug too deeply, or else it is on the side of a clay hill 
and was constructed without proper drainage. 

There is a cement block house on Glen Road, near Silver 
Lake. It was constructed in 1912 by a stonemason named 
Peter Neilson. 

James Kelley was town clerk in those years. Jim, who had 
a flowing white beard used to go around town in his horse 
drawn buggy, just to see what was happening 

Peter Neilson had completed the digging of the cellar, He 
was starting to lay the foundaiton stones when Jim Kelley 
appeared. Jim walked around the cellar, and then said 
“Raise it up a foot.” 

Peter Neilson heard_hjm. He walked over and looked at 
the flood level of Lubbers Brook. He again considered the 
probable spring flood level of Silver Lake. It seemed he had 
not dug too deeply 

But, to be safe, he raised the foundation six inches. 

Next spring Peter Neilson had six inches of water in the 
cellar. It was coming from the spring flood level of Silver 
Lake. He finally cleared up the problem by digging a trench 
around the house, and installing tile drain pipe, to Lubbers 
Brook. 

That is something that cannot always be done, to homes 
which have water in the cellar 

After Jim Kelley retired there was no one around to look 
at the cellars. Homes which were built in the late 1920s and 
later off King Street are included in that statement 

Cellars were built by inexperienced persons. There was 
no Jim Kelley. There has been water in those cellars, in 
many instances, ever since. Of course it is a nuisance, to say 
the least. But construction nearby is seldom the cause of 
water in an existing cellar 

Auto traffic is another problem. Many blame out-of-town 
drivers. That is an easy thing to do, and it is hard to prove it 
isn't so, to a person who cannot be reasoned with. 

How many families in Wilmington, or Burlington, or 
Tewksbury, or anywhere else have four or more cars to the 
family? And, why are there four or more cars? 

There is a simple reason. To have four 'S in a family 
there must be four or more people, or else a lot of well-to-do 
people. And generally, when there are three or four cars, 
there are three or four bedrooms. 

By and large it is families with grown youngsters, 17 
years old or older, which have four or more cars 

Look at the streets of Wilmington, or of other towns which 
complain of these problems. How many have cars are park. 
ed outside many houses, every night? 

Morning and evening traffic jams are caused by (in part) 
conditions such as these. That morning and evening traffic 
problem in Wilmington Square, which the planning board 
foresaw a quarter of a century ago, is to a large degree 
caused by Tewksbury or Billerica residents on the way to or 
from Route 93, as well as Wilmington residents on their way 
to work in Woburn or Burlington. i 

Even if there were condominiums in Wilmington the 
blame could not be shifted to them. There are only two 
bedrooms to be allowed, under the Wilmington bylaws. A 
two bedroom condominium unit should produce less traffic 
than a three or four bedroom house 
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Wilmington freshmen at intermediate schools next year

The present eighth grade 
classes will be staying at their 
respective schools as freshmen 
next year instead of moving to 
the high school, due to the 
renovation construction slated 
to begin after the ground- 
breaking in August. 

Students taking industrial arts 
classes will be housed in the 
Swain School, which will be 
fixed up for that purpose. 

Superintendent Dr, Carol 
Sager and school committee 
members reached this decision 
last Wednesday night, after 
deliberating on seven’ space 
options presented by Assistant 
Superintendent Robert Horan 

Dr. Sager recommended the 
plan as the “‘least disruptive” to 


the school community at large: 
It would provide the necessary 
flexibility, ‘ta good, solid 
education,” and the opportunity 
for ninth grade participation in 
extra curricular activities, she 
said 

It is also one of the more ex- 
pensive options, adding $119,240 
to the original budget brought 
before the fincom two weeks 
ago. This brings the school 
budget total to $9,838,412. 

In making her motion to ac- 
cept the recommendation, 
School Committee Chairperson 
Linda McMenimen pointed out 
some advantages of the plan. 
‘The principals already know the 
students and the two extra 
assistant principals who will be 
hired will help in a supervisory 


capacity, she said. All 
educational opportunities will 
still be available, though she 
said typing and shop courses 
could be postponed for one year 
tosave money. If this were done, 
the ninth graders would be the 
first class to use the new 
facilities they would have to 
“sacrifice” for one year. 

With the implementation of 
this plan, the school day will 
work around the intermediate 
school hours and a seven period 
bell schedule. At least one 
teacher in each subject will be 
transferred to the intermediate 
schools. And students would be 
bused to after school activities 
at the high school. 

How do the students them: 
selves feel about this decision? 


Cable television hearing 
draws angry crowd 


The hottest show on television 
Tuesday night wasn't on 
television. It was live at the 
Wilmington Town Hall 

More than 50 persons 
mbled for a hearing on the 
application of the Greater 
Boston Cable Corp. (GBCC) to 
renew its franchise to provide 
cable tv service in Wilmington 
With two years left in the 
current 15-year franchise, the 
town is studying its options. The 
GBCC application is considered 
a proposal which is subject to 
negotiation. 

Under the GBCC proposal, the 
existing 28-channel system 
would be upgraded to one with 55 
channels. The company would 
install new equipment 
throughout the town, including a 
converter known as the 

Scientific Atlanta" system 

Many speakers up were 
critical of the proposal to use the 
Scientific Atlanta system, 
because of restrictions that it 
would impose. For example, it 
would cost an additional $5.95 a 
month for a separate box to hook 
up to a video recorder (VCR), 
and even then the VCR could not 
be programmed to record from 
more than one channel 

Bill MacKinnon of Moore 
Street called this a diminution of 
service and a barefaced way to 
increase cl 

Other spe 


akers were critical 
of the existing service. Merle 
Eastman of Brand Avenue 
presented Richard Wadman 
with a bag containing his control 
box. tman said he had tried 
unsuccessfully several times to 
cancel his service. He finally 
stopped paying his bill, but the 
company had not disconnected 
his service. 

May Bliss of Glen Road also 
complained of service, say 
that her television was 4 
solutely no good to her 

A principal complaint con: 
cerned the firm's telephone 
lines, which callers frequently 
find busy. Wadman said that 
new telephone lines had been 
added, with special lines for 
service calls and for billing 
problems. 

Walter Kaminski wanted to 
know if the proposed costs would 


remain stable, and if the town 
would have the right to approve 
any rate changes. 

Atty. Richard Capeless said 
that the Mass. Cable Com- 
mission had removed rate 
control from cable tv except in 
areas where cable was essen- 
tial. The town and the company 
could agree to rates, which 
would be binding for no more 
than two years, he said. 

The renewal application was 
for a 10-year contract. Jim 
Stewart, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen asked what the 
minimum number of years 
could be. 

“The minimum is the lowest 
number of years that the 
company would be foolish 
enough to take,” said Capeless. 

Members of the Woburn Cable 
Advisory Board were present 
Mark Kettrick said that GBCC 
had converted Woburn to the 
new system in 1984 and, he said, 
“all Hell broke loose.

after the fact," he said.

Steve Kent of Houghton Road,

crossing and a crossing of the 
Strongwater Brook. Plans for 
that town funded East Street 
sewer are currently being 
worked on. 

Engineers from Camp 
Dresser and McKee (CDM), the 
town’s sewer consulting firm, 
said the proposed Maple Street 
sewer plan will fit into the 
town's master sewer plan for the 
area, but expressed concern 
over how the line would be 
constructed under —_ the 
Strongwater Brook. That 
Strongwater Brook: crossing is 
considered a somewhat delicate 
and difficult section of the 
project 

The CDM engineers recom- 
mended, and the board agreed, 
to have a CDM resident engineer 
on the project site when the 
developer's contractor, 
Rockingham Construction, 
makes the Strongwater Brook 
crossing. The board also 
stipulated that the developer 
foot the entire bill for CDM’s 
services and inspections of the 
sewer, and that the sewer line 
meet with CDM specifications. 

Construction of the East 
Street pumping station and 
installation of a sewer line along 
the Strongwater Brook has been 
difficult in the past. It is this 
area where the main trunk 
sewer project ran into problems 
when construction first started 
Pipes were installed in that area 
under contract five, but water

problems caused those pipes to 
sag. 

The contract had to be 
redesigned and the town was 
involved in a legal case over the 
matter. 

When CDM started work on 
the project they brought in 
special de-watering systems 
that removed water from the 
ground in areas where con- 
struction was ongoing. 

Selectman Bill Hallisey, 
calling the Strongwater Brook 
crossing the toughest part of the 
Maple Street sewer project, 
eXpressed concern that the 
contractor be able to complete 
that part of the project. 

Apparently Rockingham 
Construction has done little 
work within the town and 
Hallisey expressed concern that 
they may not be aware of the 
special conditions existing 
around the Strongwater Brook 
However, he said that having a 
CDM engineer on-site would be 
one way to assure the crossing is 
done right 

Other board members agreed 
that the board should take extra 
caution in the Strongwater 
Brook portion of the plan 

Because of water pockets 
found on the Maple Estates site 
itself, both the planning board 
and conservation commission 
stipulated that the development 
must hook into the town 
sewerage system when they 
gave their approval to construct 
the project

Health center has 
new diagnostic treatment, 


Anew diagnostic test has been 
added to the long list of quality 
medical services offered at the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington (RHCW) 

The Radiology Department is 
now offering xero- 
mammography services to 
women seen at the health center 
or those referred to the health 
center by physicians who have 
offices in the community. 

An X-ray technologist who 
specializes in administering 
xero-mammograms is available 
at the RHCW Tuesday through 
Friday during the day and 
evening hours. The RHCW is the 
only medical facility in the area 
to offer xero-mammography 
services in the evening. 

Xero-mammography is an X- 
ray of the breast, using Xerox 
copying techniques, which 
creates an image of the breast 
on paper and aids physicians in 
diagnosing possible breast 
cancer. Prior to the develop- 
ment of xero-mammography, 
film mammography, using xray 
technology solely, was used in 
helping diagnose breast cancer. 

According to the American 
Cancer Society, the use of 
mammograms has become vital 
to the earlier diagnosis of breast 
cancer: The test can detect 
extremely small cancers, ones 
that have usually not spread to 
regional lymph nodes, or can- 
cers that may be located deep 
within the breast. The earlier 
breast cancer is discovered, and 
the smaller it is at the time of 
discovery, the better the chance 
for cure 

A xero-mammogram is a safe, 
painless, non-invasive 
technique. The American 
Cancer Society recommends 
that the exam be given annually 
or biannually to women 
beginning at age 40. At the RH- 
CW, results of the procedure and 
an examination by a certified 
radiologist are sent to the 
patient's physician 

Anthony E. Baumstark, M.D., 
chief of radiology at the RHCW, 
noted that xero-mammography 
provides better resolution and 
better defined pictures than film

In conjunction with the new 
service, Dr. Baumstark and 
Patricia Trepaney, R.T.R., RH 
CW radiology coordinator, are 
planning a series of lectures to 
explain all aspects of mam 
mography and radiation 

With the addition of a 
technologist who specialized in 
mammography, Trepaney is 
spending more time with the 
patients who come to the RHCW 
for the diagnostic test. “We 
want to help the patients feel 
comfortable about the exam and 
help them understand why 
mammograms are necessary 

Trepaney also answers 
patients’ questions about 
radiation. The American Cancer 
Society states that the amount of 
radiation needed to produce a 
high quality mammogram is 
low An examination by 
mammography delivers less 
than one rad, (A rad is the unit 
that measures radiation ab- 
sorbed by the breast). This low 
level, like natural radiation in 
the environment, _ places 
mammography in the ac- 
ceptably safe range

Tall tale 


‘The snapping turtle, by the 
way, whose lightning bite and 
vicious temper are well-known 
to anyone who has ever tangled 
with the smaller, more usual, 20- 
pound-or-so versions in or near 
Middlesex rivers and ponds, is a 
strictly American breed. 

They dwell only in fresh 
water, according to zoologists, 
and bear the ominous Latin 
name of Chelydra serpentina — 
with a wide distribution through- 
out the United States. Snapping 
turtles grow to a considerable 
size, researchers say, and 
derive their name from their 
ferocity in captivity, and their 
habit of biting or snapping at 
everything that comes in their 
way 

Called also alligator terrapin 
and alligator tortoise, they are 
voracious flesh-eaters — and 
are prized as a food source for 
humans as well. 

But John and Angelica Fortini 
book back no food, fish or turtle, 
that day. 

The lean and rangy Fortini, 
garbed in jeans and cowboy 
boots when he told his story, and 
wearing a belt-buckle pro. 
claiming “The right to keep and 
bear arms," is also a hunter, 
though he said ‘I don’t catch or 
shoot anything that my family 


doesn't eat. It’s a sport — and it 
provides food."* 
And the game he has bagged 


and recipes which he described 
provided a mouth-watering 
sample of childhood memories, 
for this writer at least, of par- 
tridge, pheasant, squirrel, 
rabbit, venison, and, yes, even 
turtle. 

The Stoneham native and 
long-time resident, who lives in 
Billerica now with his wife, 
Celene (Corbbett) and their two 
children, the dauntless 
Angelica, and one-year-old 
Dominic, said both he and 
Celene cook the game that he 
catches and shdots. 

Fortini said he has been 
cooking since grammar school, 
when he would get home after 
class and give a stir to the 
spaghetti sauce his father, 
Eddie Fortini, had earlier put to 
simmer on the stove.

He prefers cooking in quan- 
tity, he added, to feeding just 
‘one or two people, and he doesn't 
like to follow recipes: “I'll read 
a recipe once, then put it away 
and do my own thing,” he said. 

His thoughts on spices? 

Use them with imagination, he 
recommended. ‘There are a lot 
of spices people don’t know 
about — or use in only one way 
Take oregano. It's good in 
spaghetti sauce, but it's also 


good with beef — and rosemary 
can be delicious with pork as 
well as with lamb.” 

He described acorn squash, 
filled with a tuna stuffing and 
topped with a little nutmeg 
and as for wild rabbit, he sug 
gested whole cloves, if you want 
to kill its gamey taste: “Yet you 
don't taste the cloves. Soak the 
rabbit in red wine, with the 
cloves, before cooking — and be 
sure to use red wine if you're 
going to serve the meat on a bed 
of rice, because the red wine 
improves the color of the flesh. 

“Presentation is very im 
portant, because 99 percent of 
the people eat with their eyes.

It is really amazing what the 
French consider to be -riotous 
comedy. It must be taken into 
consideration that the French 
nation, on a whole, considers 
Jerry Lewis to be the epitome of 
high humor. Now, the 
Americans may appreciate 
Lewis for his charity work, but 
when was the last time that the 
man was the cause of a deep 
belly laugh? 

Keeping all of this in mind, it 
becomes clearer why the 
French chose My New Partner 
as the best film of 1984, and 
Claude Zidi as best director 
They simply have a different 
sense of humor. 

It is not that My New Partner 
is cinamae terrible, it is not. 
Instead, it is a slick, middle-of 
the road film that takes no 
chances, and is, if anything, too 
easily digestible. The laughs are 
right where you expect them, 
the plot is dicipherable within 
minutes and with the exception 
of Philippe Noiret, contains no 
memorable performers 
However, most films, American 
and foreign, could fit this 
description, as most films are, 
quite simply, mediocre. What is 
surprising is that this particular 
mediocre movie is considered to 
be great by an entire nation. 

Noiret, whose lumpy profile 
and mustachioed face has been 
in flicks for years, tries to 
develop a real character out of 
Rene, a Parisian detective who 
accepts graft with both hands 
and almost always looks the 
other way, However, the script 
really is against him, as is his 
new partner, Francois (Thierry 
Lhermitte Lhermitte — looks 
wonderful — tall, dark, with 
intense, smoldering eyes. He 
does not, however, stand out a 
strong comedic talent. Francois 
s the recent graduate of a police 
\demy who walks the straight 
and narrow with a vengeance 
But, there is very little sub: 
stance to this guy, as his easy 


corruption proves. And, there is 
very little to Lhermitte, who 
lacks the basic talent and 
comedic edge of Noiret 
However, putting blame where 
it is due, most of the bumbling 
slapstick that these actors are 
forced to endure is the work of 
the director, Zidi 

Perhaps this review sounds 
harsher than was intended, as 
My New Partner has a few 
really funny moments in it, 
especially in the first half of the 
film. And, if you are looking for 
a pleasant diversion, it fits the 
bill. It’s just that, considering 
the hype surrounding it as an 
award-winning comedy, it is 
disappointing.

school. This relationship nearly 
sparks off a race war in her 
neighborhood that involves 
everyone, even the parents. 

Parents, as a matter, of fact. 
live on the periphery of the lives 
of their children, a point made 
especially clear by Lynn's 
parents, who act more like older 
siblings than guardians 

Other aspects of Amer: 
youth touched upon by the 
filmmakers are unwed preg 
nancy, rebellion at school, an 
off-screen death, drunken keg 
parties and lots of marijuana 
‘The language is often raw, as is
